POSTSCRIPT. 


Sir , I have three ſeveral times of late appeared in the 
Aſſembly of the Quakers, where William Baily and his wife 
were chief in the Miniſtery, The occaſion that drew me 
thicher, as alſo the entertainment amongſt them, I have 
thought meet here to inſert, that the wiſe in heart may 
judge how much contrary to the ſpirit of love and cruth, 
they baveappeared in all their dealings with me.

chough with much obſtinacie ( and in the face of his peo- 
ple) he had formerly aſſerted the contrary, Now as tou- 
ching the return of the money to my hand, (which they 
faid was then in the hands of Tho, Hart to repay unto mr) 
I hve this onely to offer co the honeft and fimple-hearted 
(viz ) whether choſe three perſons who ſay they received 
this money as from me, to beftow amongſt cheir poor, and 
yet no:witaitanding decline their engagements in the di» 
tribution , wil nor onely render themſelves ill S:ewards 
for their poor, bur aiſo Juitly fall under the imputation of 
the ſame decer'” and falihood which WB, hath done, in s!- 
teadping chat they never Tectived it from me to that end 
an} purpole z yer upon this very ground onely (that che 
money was lent to be returned me} Þ, B, and others oi 
his dilcipies { eſpectai)y Join Tod, more bold e119 ftoit 
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then his fellows) would violencly urge, and (by falſe rex- 
ſoning) defend and maintain I. B. in the truth, and me 
the onely lyer 3 Whereas all chat [ ſaid was, that they had 
received money , and given their Receipt for the ſame ; 
(both which F..B. formerly denied, and the Receipt then 
ſhewn ſully proved. ) And I never had ſo much as one 
word in controveriie with them about the return of the 
ſaid money, but always when they ſpake thereof, declared 
my readineſs to receive the ſame, as may appear in the 
Poſtſcript of my Letter to i, B. In which diſpute 1 did 
not onely fee the Serpents fubriley,in turning and twining 
to ſave his head from being found the Iyer, but alſo plain. 
ly diſcerned the Scripture fulfilled upon them, which ſaith, 
Te compaſi ſea and land to makg one proſelyte , and when be is 
made, be is twofold more the childe of bell then th. mſe!ves, (or 
when they were oneamongſt cheProfaneJnot caring whom 
they {lander, or what Iyes they tel], ſo they may advance, 
firengthen and increaſe their Party and Se& ;z whoſe de- 
ceit will the more fully appear by the following inſtance : 
for [lately ſpake with Tho.Hart,(fince W.B., went off) and 
asked him whether he would pay me the thirty pounds 
which 1/.B.declared openly was in his hands for that pur- 
pole : unto which 7. H. made me anſwer, that in truth 
he had no ſuch money (ent him, nor had he order to pay 
the ſame ; neither could he then inform me of any other 
perſon that would pay me that money. By all which ic 
will evidently appear,that the ſpiric of deceit and falſhood 
is crept in and doth inhabit amongſt this people, and thar 
the pretence of this money being remicced, ( on which 
chey grounded all cheir latter exalcations and accuſations) 
was in it ſelf a moſt eminent and notorious falſhood. 

The third and laſt time I came into their Aſſembly, was 
on the 25 of Fune, at William Marſhals, The cauſe of my 
coming then amongtt them, was to carry a printed paper 
written by Filliam Baily, and intituled, A Tefimony of 
Truth againit all ſowers of diſſention, ſtrife and diſcord,8c, in 
which Paper I perceived his ſpirit chiefly buſjed in bircer 
exclawations againſt Foby Peryer, and all that owned him : 
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in which Work I could fee no Re intent,then what G.F. 
had in writing ((o bitterly, and contrary to truth) againſt 
F.P's Book called Vnity and Amity, (viz.) then to ſow the 
leeds of enmity, (trife and falthood, to make parties, and 
gather together ſuch as would aflift him in che wer againii 
the Lamb. The conſideration of which, made me cry our 
within my ſelf , Oh how z4 the faithful citie become a harlct ! 
in it was once the ſeat of judgement and righteouſneſi, but now 
cppreſſers and murtherers bear ſway and rule, For in truth, 
ſuch is the nature of his violent proceedings againſt Feb# 
Perrot, proclaiming him worſe then Cain and Fuda, vili- 
fying him wich che opprobrious attributes of Atheiſm and 
Ranteriſm, &c, yet hath not ſo wuch as manifeſted che 
leaſt evil F.P. hath ſaid or done, for which he might de- 
ſerve this his ſevere judgement and condemnation. In 
which practice of cruelty, 1 have conſidered IB, as one 
ftanding in the Serpentine ſubtilty of the Scribes and 
Phariſees, yea thoſe bloudy perſecutors of the Primitive 
times, who uſed to pur the Chriſtians into Bears skins,that 
the dogs might tear them with the greater violence and 
fury. And whether this Paper ( being wriccen againſt a 
man that is dead, and not in a capacicy of vindicating his 


own innocencie) hath not wrought the ACNE upon 
g 


choſe that are one with I/.b, I leave to the light of Righc 
Reaſon in every man to Judge, Certainly I have ſpoken 
with thoſe that have boldly cenſured f. P. for a wicked 
perſon, yet could render no other reaſon thereof,but thar 
IF. B. ( of whoſe honeſty and integrity they had a very 
great eſteem) had fo Judged and condemned him. Afﬀrer 
long enquiry what the evil concents were of that Paper 
which .P. is (aid to have wricten , at length I was given 
to underſtand, that it was a Letter written to Feane Stocks 
whilft he was a priſoner in Rome ; the purport of which 
diſcourſe is obedience to God in all things, though he 
ſhould (now) command what (once) he did to

mother, (the Se& that nouriſhed and brought them forth) 
to follow the Lord tuily and wholly, (as did. 
Caleb, Foſhua, and F Feſws, &c.) not mind- #* Luk. 49, 
ing their own reputation or fame, nor lo- Mat.g 34. 
ving their lives unto the death; (ich, I (ay, 
have been accounted in all ages, by this hypocritical, 
proud,(elf-righceous generation,as the worlt of men, whom 
they call Ranters, Atheiits, B!aſphemers, Devils, any thing, 
even all manner of evil, ſo they may wound the eruth, 
and ſlay the innocent defenders thereof, whoſe harmleſs 
ſouls I ſee lying under the altar of truth, ſorely opprefſed 
for their teltimony thereunts, and crying out, How long, 
Lord God, holy an4 true, ere thou doft judge and revenge our 
bloud ! For whoſe eleftſake, the God of my falvation wiil 
ſuddenly ariſe, and then behold enmity, lyes and faiſhood 
&c. (even all that one (pirit of wickedneſs) will ſurely 
flie, hide it ſelf, and ſink again into the bortomlels pir, 
from whence it came. Even ſ let all thine enemies periſh, O 
Lord God everlaſting. 

At wy firſt coming into this laſt meeting, I/.B. (as act 0- 
ther times) did much judge and condemn me in general 
terms, And when I was ready to depart, he called me,fay- 
ing, his: thou art 4 whoremonger , an4 hait an a- 
dulterous whor2mongers ſpirit : and farcher (ſaid, Although [ 
. neither kuow,nor yet have heard any ſuch thing concerning thee, 
yet nevertheleſs I am aſſured it #s truth , foraſmuch as I have 
#ot been deceived in others, in ſuchlike caſes, To which ac» 
cuſation, judgement and condemnation of IB. I ſay e- 
ven what himſelf (aith in his Paper againſt F.P.(and [ am 
perſwaded, with much more truth) vis, that the worſt of 


men (that eyer I keard or read of) did never publiſh a ſen- 
tence 
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| terice more unjuſt and more unceaſonable then this; yea, 
the very Heathen,(chat know nor God)would ſurely bluſh 
to utter ſuch a judgement of condemnacion againft any 
man, without the leaſt knowledge or other proof of evil. 
And in caſe the Civil Magiſtrate ſhould follow this exam- 
ple of J/.B. and take upſuch a principle or way of Judge- 
ment, who is there (though never ſo innocent) thar could 
be ſecure in life, limb, or eſtate? And if the Lord ſhould 
ſtir up and harden the hearcs of Magiſtrates co deal with 
Suakers, as W.B. hath done by me, to judge and condemn 
them as the work of evil doers, without more proof or e- 
vidence then evil ſurmiſe, or imaginarion onely ; would it 
not be moſt juſt upon them? All which I cecurn as their 
own money into their own ſacks, that they may fee and 
conſider , how unlike the ſpirit of che Zuakers 15, ro that 
which was in Chriſt Jeſus,who retuled cointerfere or med- 
dle with the Magiſtrates work, whoſe kingdom is more ſpi- 
ritual, and of another nature then to have ro do with ſuch 
carnal matters, though the greateſt evidence did appear 
that could be. (Read Fob.8. 3. to 11. Luke143. 13.) And 
Oh how bleſſed a thing it were, if all forts of men in their 
ſeveral ſtations, both as Magiſtrates and Miniſters , were 
crue followers of Chrift Jeſus in chis particular!how would 
it eaſe and refre{h the whole creation, which groans under 
the unnatural yoke of that bondage which the hard impo- 
fictions of men have put upon chem ! Let therefore Ceſar 
have what properly belongs co him, viz. the right of rule 
and government in things Civil, in which (as good and 
wholefom Laws ſhali dire&) he may (and qughc co be) a 
terrour to the evil doer , and a praiſe, honotirer and ad- 
vancer of them that do well. And let them that would 
be accounted the Miniſters of Chriſt, (under all forts of - 
Profeſlions) not mingle with the Magiſtrates Rule and An- 

thocity, nor call for his aſſiſtance,(for that 
X Foh. 18.36. is Antichriſt, whoſe weapens are * carnal 
Luk.9.55,56. in matters ſpiritual) but ſhew forth their 
Rom, $8. 6, 7. works in the (pirit of love, meeknefs,long- 
2 Cor. 10. 4z ſuffering, and patience, (the belt and one- 
$&c. Epb.6.12. ly 
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ly motives to convince the judgements and conſciences of 
men) and having freely xeceived of the grace of God, lee 
chem freely give , and (not for filthy lucre) diſpenſe the 
ſame to others : knowing, that as neceſſity (in the Love) 
is laid upon them from the Lord, fo their reward is like- 
wiſe to them from him, for their continual ſupply and (a» 
tisfaction, without any dependancie (either for honour or 
maintenance) upon fecnlar Powers and Governments. 
Bur on the contrary, while the Civil Magiſtrate ſhall ren- 
der himſelf fo far ſubjeft to the commands of thoſe who 
(while they be eſteemed Miniſters of Chriſt ) do yet not- 
wichſtanding aim at worldly Eltate and Preferment, yea 
Dominion and Supremacie over the Conſciences of all o0- 
thers, and ſhall (by their inftigations) preſcribe, impoſe 
and enforce Rules of Worſhip in matters of Faith and Re- 
ligion ;3 he doth herein not onely deveſt himſelf of that 
honour, peace and happineſs which God hath given him 
in worldly aff:irs, but alſo beeomes a prolticuMro the end 
and ſervices of thoſe, who would uſe his power to no other 
end but (in promoting their own intereſt, honour,eaſe and. 
plenty) co the vexation, grief and diſturbance of the reft 
of God: creation. Oh how greatly for many generacions 
hath this one Beaſt, and this one Falſe Prophet riding him, 
difturbed, vexed and curſed Gods creation ! out of which 
Antichrittian ch:aldom and abyls of miſery, Good Lird 
deliver it, Amen. 

By what is wricten, you may ſee how this high an1 
Luciferian people the Buakers, who for their ſhew and 
numbers have been as the Stars of heaven, and who for 
their pride and enmity are now caſt down 3 behold whar 
Clouds they are with:ut water, even wandring jiars, to whom is

That thou iliam Baily mayſt ſee and call to minde, 
how greatly ye reproached me for my love to you, and 
with what boldneſs and confidence you defended a moſt 
notorious evidenc falſhood , athrming with others in the 
face of a great Congregation, that the money. was not re- 
ceived by you, nor any whom ye owned for good Friends 
and Quakers, for that they all denyed both me and my 
gift: And notwithſtanding | told thee the names of thoſe 
perſons that had received che money, ( whom thou didſt 
own then for good Friends) yer ſtill didſt aver, that thou 
wert ſure they never received any money (as from me) to 
diſtribute amongſt chem : And it I had ary ſuch Receipt, 
that it was or Might be counterfeit and forged : adding, 
thac thou hadlt ſpoken wich thoſe friends fince my Letter 
was out in Print, a lictle before thou lefteſt England; and 
wert ſure (as thou ſayeRt) that then they had not received 
it, neither would 3 and yet ic doth appear by the Receipt 
to be received the gth Faxuary, which was more then two 
months before. Which confident aſſertion of thine was 
alſo ſeconded with this ſolemn declaration, viz. that thou 
wouldſt diſown all ſuch, whoſoever they were, that ſhould 
receive money from me to ſuch anend, foraſmuch as long 
lince | had been diſowned amongſt you.

1 7ob.2.27, Rev.21.3, &c. to 
the 8. and hath a more ſure foundation then mans ſelt- 
righteouſneſs, Tis, the eternal Word of grace, faith, and 
love ſhed abroad in our hearts, the ſeal of our ſonſhip 3 ha- 
ving Chriſt Jeſus in us, our joy, our crown and glory , e- 
ven the full aſſurance of that perfe& love which caſtech 
out fear : and thoſe that are here, will need no other tu- 
tor nor teacher, ſave Love onely 5 and having paſſed from 
the voice of that trumpet, and ſound of words, under 
which ye are held, whether chac of the letrers teaching, 
or that of mans preaching ; let Sineitherefore quake,and 
the earth be removed, let tac mountains melt at his pre» 
ſence, yet we will nor fear: for God is in the midſt of us 
as a King, and mighty man of arms, that teacheth our 
hands to war, and our fingers to fight 3 the terrour of 
whoſe preſence is our comfort and preſervation.

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is it better then the cutting oft a dogs neck, or ſlaying of 
a man? 

By all this that hath been ſpoken, *cis evidenc in whar 
ſtate you at preſent ſtand , and that there is much more 
attainable, which you are yet ignorant of : for there are 
three eſtates or ſtages, by which God doch lead his people 
into peace and reſt , befides che ſtate of the Heathen that 
know not God 3 notwithſtanding he in them lives, moves, 
and is their being , viz. Sinaz and the Law, Golgotha and 
the Croſs, Feruſalem above and the crown.
